The  Fourth  Session  of  the  Rhodesia  Annual  Conference  of 
The  Methodist  Church  convened  at  Mutambara  on  Tuesday, 
September  1st,  1942,  at  9.0  a.  m.,  Bishop  John  M.  Springer,

REPORT     OF     MREWA     DISTRICT 
H.  I.  James,         Superintendent 

Bishop   Springer  and   Fellow=Workers; 

By  the  Grace  of  God  we  are  here  still  outside  the 
actual  battle  fronts  and  have  been  enabled  to  carry  on  our 
work  for  another  Conference  year.  We  have  had  added 
difficulties  but  God  forbid  that  we  should  complain  for 
having  to  work  under  them  while  so  many  not  excluding 
our  Royal  Family  have  been  called  upon  to  suffer  very 
acutely  and  even  unto  death  in  the  present  struggle  with 
the  evil  powers  rampant  on  the  earth  today.  In  the  face 
of  the  staggering  situation  which  confronts  us  we  still  have  an 
unshakable  faith  in  God.  That  He  will  enable  us-though 
struggle  and  as  by  fire-to  emerge  to  where  again 
as  members  of  mankind  we  can  put  all  our  efforts  into 
constructive  rather  than  destructive  activities,  we  are  sure. 
Meanwhile  we  fervently  pray  for  those  who  are  most  directly 
touched  by  ruthlessness  that  their  faith  both  in  their 
fellow    men    and   in    God   may   not    fail. 

As  for  our  work  as  ministers  and  workers  among  the 
African  people,  the  war  conditions  have  increased  our 
responsibilities.  The  special  problems  arising  in  the 
economic,  social  and  religious  fields  hold  a  special  challenge 
to  us.  The  people  are  feeling  the  pinch  of  higher  prices 
and  scarce  commodities.  There  are  new  and  strange  demands 
being  made  upon  them  to  take  their  place  as  never  before. 
The  African  may  not  be  as  vitally  concerned  with  the 
war  as  we  ourselves  are  but  his  destiny  is  just  as  vitally 
affected  by  it  as  ours  is.  The  people  with  whom  and 
among  whom  we  work  will  come  out  of  the  war  perio  i 
changed,-for  better  or  for  worse,  and  it  must  be  our  concern 
as  missionaries  and  ministers  to  see  that  it  not  the  latter. 

In  a  report  such  as  this  I  wish  we  did  not  have  to 
recount  so  much  of  what  is  being  done  as  what  really 
is  the  result  of  doing  it.  What  effect  has  it  all  had  upon 
the  community?  We  do,  however,  expect  at  these  times 
to  hear  of  activities  and  methods,  as  well  as  results,  at 
other  units  of  work  within  the  Conference  in  which  we 
should  be  vitally  interested. 

As  we  look  at  the  State  of  the  Church  within  the  Mre>\a 
District  we  find  the  results  of  others  who  have  laboureJ 
there  besides  ourselves.     We  seem  to  have  passed  the  period 
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when,  if  for  some  reason  the  school  in  some  station  is 
closed,  the  Church  there  also  closes  down.  Altogether 
there  are  now  43  preaching  places  on  the  plans  at  which 
in  most  cases  churches  have  been  organized.  We  still 
follow  the  plan  system  of  preaching  appointments  and 
have  99  local  preachers.  We  try  to  get  as  many  of  these 
as  possible  to  come  in  to  Mrewa  each  January  for  a  few 
days  of  helpful  planning  and  study.  Since  last  meeting 
them  I  have  had  requests  from  several  quarters  for  a 
meeting  where  for  several  days  they  may  be  helped  in 
the  matter  of  sermon  preparation.  This  is  encouraging 
and  I    am    planning   to    do    more    along   these  lines. 

The  Mrewa  Circuit  has  grown  too  large  for  one  minister 
and  we  feel  that  it  should  be  divided.  The  Headlands 
Circuit  has  become  distinctly  stronger  during  the  past 
year  and,  we  are  encouraged  by  the  progress  now  being 
made.  Regarding  the  station  self-support,  we  are  finding 
that  the  people  are  getting  to  the  place  where  they  see 
the  necessity  for  taking  a  greater  share  in  this  and  are 
doing  more.  Indeed  the  smallest  circuit  on  the  Mrewa 
District  is  raising  more  for  the  work  than  was  raised  by 
the  whole  Conference  within  the  period  of  my  memory. 
We  feel  somewhat  sad,  however,  to  feel  that  the  amount 
raised  would  be  considerably  lower  if  on  the  voluntary 
basis  of  years  ago  rather  than  being  told,  as  at  present, 
what  amounts  are  expected  of  them  in  order  to  have  school 
and   other   facilities. 

In  the  Educational  field  we  find  that  there  is  no  lack 
of  desire  for  schools.  This  year  I  have  my  full  quota  of 
30  primary  schools.  Several  of  our  schools  need  extra  teachers 
on  account  of  the  large  number  of  children.  With  hesita- 
tion, a  few  years  ago,  we  used  a  few  girl  teachers  in 
charge  of  village  schools.  When  talking  to  one  of  the 
ministers  about  a  girl  teacher  in  his  circuit  he  became 
eloquent  in  her  praise  and  said  "Oh  she  teaches  very  well, 
she  teaches  just  like  a  boy".  I  think  we  shall  soon  have 
to  reverse  this  and  I  shall  soon  be  looking  for  the  boy 
teachers  who  teach  just  like  the  girls.  One  of  the  girl 
teachers  has  received  the  highest  praise  of  the  Government 
School  Inspector  both  for  the  work  in  the  schoolroom 
and  in  the  garden  and  school  plots.  Indeed  there  was  a 
return  of  14  bags  of  mealies  from  the  half -acre  school 
plot. 

The  work  at  Mrewa  Mission  continues  along  an  even 
course.  The  Church  is  in  use  for  services  and  meetings 
on  an  average  of  three  times  each  day  of  the  week.  It 
is  still  large  enough  for  the  congregations  but  often  with 
little  room  to  spare.  The  one  transcept  which  seats  nearly 
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a  hundred  is  generally  filled  with  women  for  the  Sunday 
morning  service  and  the  Sunday  School  in  the  afternoon. 
In  addition  to  the  regular  Class-meetings  we  are  holding 
a  special  training  class  for  those  preparing  for  member- 
ship   in    the    church. 

The  school  has  again  increased  in  numbers  this  year 
in  spite  of  an  opposition  school  opened  by  the  Anglicans 
about  two  miles  away.  Just  over  400  names  are  on  the 
roll  this  year.  Of  these,  nearly  200  are  the  boys'  and 
girls'  boarding  departments.  In  building  we  have  again 
been  busy.  A  Kimberley  brick  dining  room  large  enough 
for  a  hundred  girls  is  now  ready  for  the  tile  roof  we  shall 
put  on.  Five  more  brick  houses  and  kitchens  for  the  staff 
and  a  complete  new  sanitary  system  in  various  parts  of 
the  mission  is  almost  complete  to  care  for  the  22  families 
and  all  th3  boarders -in  all  about  300  people.  We  are 
still  making  roofing  tiles  in  readiness  for  when  sufficient 
timber  for  roofing  is  available.  On  account  of  the  timber 
shortage  we  are  pit-sawing  trees  procured  and  we  have 
at  least  timber  to  the  value  of  £100  that  we  have  sawn 
in  a  pile  seasoning.  In  the  school  we  have  completely 
refitted  the  largest  school-room  with  the  new  seats  and 
desks.  In  the  shop  we  have  made  a  new  pulpit,  altar- 
table  and  pulpit  chairs.  We  have  also  received  a  cheque 
for  £50  from  one  of  our  neighbours  to  purchase  a  stone 
font   for   the    church    in    memory   of  her  late  husband. 

Our  water  situation,  in  common  with  many  other  places 
around  us  this  year,  has  been  rather  alarming.  We  have  been 
deepening  the  existing  well  as  the  water  level  sinks  and 
we  hope  to  continue  this  method  as  long  as  there  is  need. 

In  spite  of  the  short  rainfall  last  season  our  crops  on 
the  Mission  have  been  very  good.  Excepting  for  a  few 
acres  planted  late  our  average  was  12  bags  of  mealies 
to  the  acre  while  the  average  for  the  Colony  was  only 
5  ^  bags  to  the  acre.  We  have  made  over  200  tons  of 
compost  ready  for  tho  next  year's  crop.  Most  weeks 
now  see  some  little  pigs  going  to  market  while  others 
stay  at  home  to  get  reidy  for  their  turn.  This  has  now 
become  an  important  source  of  income  where  by  we  are 
enabled  to  build  up  the  plant  and  equipment  of  the  mission. 

I  cannot  pretend  that  everthing  is  being  carried  on  as 
well  as  it  should  be.  More  missionary  help  is  needed. 
For  the  present  it  would  seem  as  though  we  must  carry 
on.  Our  four  African  ministers  are  carrying  their  share 
of  the  work  with  great  loyalty  as  also  are  most  of  the 
teachers  on  the  staff.  In  a  letter  received  last  week  from 
one  of  the  ministers  he  writes  :  "Everything  depends  on 
our   being  right   ourselves  in  Christ,     If  our  life  in  Christ 
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be  right,  all  will  come  right."  I  covet  for  all  the  workers 
on  the  District  for  the  coming  year  and  also  for  myself 
this  expression  as  our  conviction  on  all  occassions  and  in 
every  situation. 


REPORT     OF     MTOKO     DISTRICT

Bishop    Springer   and    Fellow    Workers: — 

Owing  to  the  urgent  demand  for  paper  for  the  purpose 
of  winning  the  war,  a  most  worthy  objective  you  will  all 
agree,  the  Government  has  requested  all  its  law  abiding 
citizens  to  save  paper  whenever  possible.  What  better  place 
for  this  most  commendable  objective  can  there  be  than 
in  the  compilation  of  the  annual  report  to  the  Conference? 
Therefore,  this  report  is  one  of  bare  facts  with  all  the 
frills   and   padding  eliminated. 

We,  in  the  Mtoko  District  have  been  faced  with  a  hard 
and  difficult  year  owing  to  a  severe  drought  which  re- 
duced the  yield  of  our  crops  fully  fifty  per  cent.  Our 
rainfall  was  but  seventeen  inches  instead  of  thirty. 
Nevertheless,  owing  to  a  happy  surplus  from  the  previous 
year,  we  hope  to  be  able  to  weather  the  storm,  and,  not 
be  compelled  to  puchase  any  mealies  whatever  with  which 
to  feol  our  Boys'  Bearding  Depart  nent  which  now  numbers 
eighty  -  five.  The  Government  Inspector  on  his  visit  in 
July  held  out  strong  hopes  that  the  status  of  our  school 
at  the  Mission  might  be  raised  to  that  of  a  Central 
Primary    School. 

Owing  to  the  drought  we  have  been  compelled  to  cut 
down  more  gum-trees  than  we  ordinarily  like  to  do. 
However,  this  will  not  be  a  total  loss  as  the  poles  can 
be  utilized,  and,  as  likely  to  happen,  new  trees  will  sprout 
from  the  stumps. 

The  need  for  efficient  pastor  -  teachers  is  as  urgent  as 
ever.  In  fact,  it  is  the  sole  factor  that  is  preventing  the 
re-opening  of,  at  least,  seven  more  schools.  The  efficiency 
of  these  village  schools  is  fast  improving.  The  type  and 
grade  of  building  now  used  is  a  vast  improvement  over 
that  used  in  former  years.  Well  =  trained  teachers,  with 
the  spirit  of  service  and  sacrifice  in  their  hearts  is  our 
greatest  and  most  urgent  need.  In  many  places  the  school 
building  is  already  erected.  Sufficient  funds  are  in  hand 
to   pay  for   the   teacher.     But,    where    is    the  teacher  ? 
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As  for  the  Church  at  Mtoko,  the  fact  is  becoming  impressed 
upon  us  Sunday  after  Sun.lay  that  we  are  urgently  in 
need  of  a  larger,  more  commodious  building  in  order  to 
seat    the    people     who    attend    our     Sabbath     Day    services. 

The  lease  for  the  Mission  site  has  been  granted  and 
on  it,  this  coming  year,  we  hope  to  establish  a  Primary 
School.  The  plan  in  mind  is  to  give  the  new  site  a 
thorough  testing  as  to  the  health  and  water  question  before 
making    any   futher   financial    outlay. 

In  the  matter  of  self  support  we  are  steadily  making 
good  headway.  Both  school  fees  and  local  collections 
show    a   big   increase  this    year. 

Work  in  the  Chikwizo  Reserve  under  the  anspices  of 
tli3  African  Missionary  Society  was  started  this  year. 
The   report    by  Ebson   Zimonte    will    tell  its    own    story. 

The  work  at  the  Mtem  va  Leper  Settlement  continues 
to  be  maintained  under  the  able  supervision  of  Samuel  Chieza. 

The  African  Church  is  still  maintaining  its  evangelistic 
note,  and  though  we  must  admit  a  certain  measure  of  back- 
sliding ;  yet,  on  the  other  hand  the  altars  are  often  filled, 
and,  the  number  of  these,  finding  Him  sufficient  for  their 
every    need,   is    steadily    increasing. 

Our  Camp  Meeting  is  planned  for  the  middle  of  Sep- 
tember. We  covet  your  prayers  that  we  may  be  conscious 
of   His    Presence   as    we    meet    once    again. 

We  frankly  admit  that  the  task  of  the  Christian  Church 
is  by  no  means  complete.  There  is  still  much  darkness 
of  sin,  ignorance  and  superstition,  but  we  thank  God 
that  so  many  who  walked  in  darkness  have  seen  the  great 
Light  and  have  found  peace,  His  peace,  by  drawing  near, 
very  near,  to  the  great  loving,  throbbing  heart  of  the 
Saviour. 

I  think,  however  unpalatable  the  fact,  we  must  admit 
that  when  we  sift  our  experiences  we  find  that 
"  Sweet  are  the  uses  of  adversity".  At  the  bottom 
of  the  bitter  cup  of  disappointment  due  to  conditions  and 
circumstances  beyond  our  control  lie  patience,  tolerance 
and  sympathy,  the  proof  of  faith.  Therefore,  we  are  re- 
solved that  come  what  m  a  y,  we  are  going  to  continue 
to  lean  harder  than  ever  on  Him- whose  Grace  is  sufficient 
for   our   every    need. 
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REPORT     OF     MUTAMBARA     MISSION 

Q.  A.  Roberts,         Superintendent. 

Bishop   Springer   and   Fellow   Workers : 

The  Mission  and  District  continue  to  present  great 
opportunities,  for  there  are  but  a  small  portion  of  the 
total    population    who  are   church   members. 

There  are  people  enough  to  make  a  large  church  at 
every  village  station  and  many  more  too  far  from  the 
churches  to  travel  on  foot  for  regular  attendance  at  ser- 
vices of  worship.  We  have  had  a  good  deal  of  difficulty 
in  managing  during  the  last  several  years,  for  the  people 
are  being  moved  to  new  places  on  account  of  the  realloca- 
tion of  land  and  the  irrigation  projects.  This  all  means 
new  stations,  and  new  buildings,  and  a  new  set  -  up  for 
stewards  and  services.  The  Chakowa  and  Nenohwe  stations, 
with  their  great  irrigation  projects,  should  be  great  and 
prosperous  stations.  The  work  is  being  managed  so  that 
the  people  should  be  prosperous  with  irrigated  crops.  How- 
ever these  matters  present  problems,  for  there  is  much 
demand  on  the  people's  time.  We  are  finding  that  when- 
ever we  are  wanting  to  do  something  in  development  of 
the  station  that  the  Government  representatives  are  already 
ahead  of  us  with  a  plan  for  doing  some  development  about 
the  irrigation  or  the  work  of  the  fields.  However  the  whole 
of  each  project  is  a  great  step  in  advance  for  the 
African  people.  They  are  not  very  well  aware  of  what 
it  is  all  about,  but  many  of  then  are  growing  more  food 
and  obtaining  more  remuneration  than  they  have  ever  had 
before  in  their  lives.  The  village  stations  that  are  not 
blessed  with  the  irrigation  projects  continue  in  the  same 
old  way.  The  newest  is  Bvumbura  where  the  people  have 
almost  no  enlightenment  but  great  numbers  of  children. 
They  are  eager  to  learn.  The  other  seven  village  stations 
are  a  little  more  advanced  but  present  all  of  the  same 
problems. 

The  camp  meeting  held  just  after  the  last  annual  Confer- 
ence was  very  fruitful,  with  good  decisions,  and  many 
people  professed  to  be  living  nearer  to  God  for  the  ex- 
perience of  the  ten  days  of  worship.  The  women  and 
girls  were  in  greater  numbers  in  attendance  than  were  the 
men  and  boys.  Can  this  condition  be  changed?  By  some 
means  we  need  to  increase  the  inspiration  and  ambitions 
of  the  men  and  boys  for  religious  fervour.  In  this  con- 
sideration we  have  hopes  of  the  men's  meeting  which  is 
more   or   less   a    copy  of  the    women's  Rukwadzano. 
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The  Rukwadzano  meeting,  which  has  recently  been  held, 
was  great  in  numbers  and,  I  believe,  great  in  religious 
conviction.  The  2000  women  present  conducted  very 
worshipful  meetings  and  did  much  to  help  those  seeking 
salvation.  We  are  pleased  that  the  assistance  of  the 
African  ministers  was  requested  in  much  of  the  preach- 
ing. Rev.  J.  Rugayo  and  Rev.  Benjamin  Katsidzira  gave 
full  time  to  the  meetings  during  the  time  they  were  in 
session.  The  women  themselves  gave  many  fine,  in- 
spiring, and  lovely  testimonies,  without  running  too  far 
into  the  night  but  continuing  almost  all  day.  There  was 
however,  time  for  cooking  and  visiting.  It  was  a  large 
and  wonderfully  spiritual  meeting,  changed  a  little  in  plan 
from  what  it  had  been  before,  as  most  of  the  people  brought 
their  own  food.  Transportation  was  totally  inadequate. 
400  women  from  Umtali  could  not  get  transportation  to 
come  to  the  camp,  and  when  the  meeting  was  over  it 
took  those  present  some  days  to  get  back  to  their  homes. 
The  petrol  rationing  did  not  allow  the  number  of  trips 
that  were  necessary  with  the  lorry  that  did  most  of  the 
transporting.  One  of  the  features  with  which  we  were 
pleased  was  the  very  substantial  offering  which  was  given 
by   the    women   to   the    War    Fund. 

At  the  Mission  we  find  a  full  time  task  for  all  of  the 
European  and  African  staff,  with  much  more  that  we  should 
like   to   have    done. 

The  opening  of  school  was  delayed  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year  because  of  the  flood  which  caused  much  damage 
in  this  district.  When  the  students  were  finally  able  to 
cross  the  swollen  rivers,  the  registration  came  to  4  4  0. 
There  was  a  considerable  change  this  year  as  several  of 
the  African  teachers  went  to  Old  Umtali  for  further 
education.  Nine  of  our  present  group  are  new  at  Mu- 
tambara  this  year,  and  are  of  a  standard  that  ten  years 
ago  would  have  been  impossible.  I  should  like  to  speak 
a  word  of  appreciation  for  each  of  them,  for  they  have 
done  well. 

• 

In  the  boys'  boarding  department  there  are  122  boys. 
These  range  in  classes  from  Standard  5  downwards,  and 
the  Government  is  urging  us  to  put  in  the  sixth  standard. 
Whether  we  can  do  it  depends  a  great  deal  upon  whether 
we  can  obtain  further  assistance  for  the  teaching,  housing, 
and  the  schoolrooms  necessary  to  make  a  sixth  standard 
effective..  The  industrial  work  consists  of  carpentry,  mat 
making,  and  clay  modelling.      These  should  be  of  importance 
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in   preparing     the     people     for   constructing  better    homes 
and     better     comforts     than     they     have     had     before. 

/  The  tree  planting  that  we  are  carrying  on  and  which 
'has  been  done  in  the  past  is  immensely  important  in  the 
running  of  Mutambara  Mission.  It  furnishes  us  with 
useful  timber  for  all  kinds  of  building  projects.  We  have 
been  sawing  different  timber  by  pitsaw  almost  continuously 
for  a  year.  The  work  goes  slowly  but  we  have  the  timber 
to  use  while  otherwise  many  things  would  have  to  remain 
undone  and  wait  until  the  war  is  over  for  a  supply  of 
timber  to  be  brought  to  the  country.  The  agricultural  work, 
animal  husbandry,  and  dairying  are  necessary  and  useful 
projects  in  our  Central  School ;  we  feel  that  the  greatest 
necessity  is  for  the  giving  of  training  to  the  African 
people    who    are    in   the   classes,     i 

The  building  program  has  not  been  all  that  we  would 
desire,  but  with  all  the  things  which  we  have  to  consider — 
prices,  shortage  of  materials,  and  labour  —  we  could  do  only 
a  portion  of  what  is  needed  to  be  done;  and  still  when  we 
take  into  account  what  has  been  done  in  the  District  it 
amounts  to  a  good  deal.  Seven  buildings  suitable  to  the 
different  points  of  the  District  have  been  built,  and  the 
repairs  at  Mutambara  have  been  an  improvement  in  some 
of  the  buildings.  Most  of  these  have  been  done  with  an 
eye  to  industrial  training,  and  we  consider  the  work  has 
been  useful  to  the  pupils.  These  several  buildings  do  not 
represent  a  great  outlay  of  money,  yet  still  they  are 
such  buildings  as  are  useful  in  the  District.  We  have 
in  the  plan  new  dormitories,  a  new  school,  and  we  ought 
to  have  a  new  church  suitable  and  adequate  to  the 
needs    and   ideals    of   the  people. 

The  medical  work  carried  on  by  Sister  Mabie  is  a  great 
and  glorious  work  for  a  backward  people  who  have  for 
centuries  believed  in  old  superstitions.  This  presents  new 
problems  every  day,  for  people  are  burned,  bewitched,  sick 
with  fever,  and  especially  and  above  all  in  need  of  better 
living   practices.     In    Miss   Mabie's  words  : 

"Mutambara  dispensary  is  glad  to  report  that  we  have 
had  two  pairs  of  twins  this  year.  The  first  were  girls, 
each  weighing  four  pounds  and  were  kept  in  the  dispensary 
until  they  weighed  five  pounds.  The  second  pair  is 
in  the  dispensary  at  present  :  a  boy  weighing  7}/£  pounds 
and  his  sister  weighing  5^  pounds.  We  have  had  47 
mothers  in  our  maternity  since  Conference  of  last  year 
which  is    a   slight   increase  over   previous  years. 
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Last  year  we  mentioned  the  new  dispensary  which  we 
hope  to  have.  All  we  have  accomplished  towards  it  is 
part  of  the  excavation  or  rather  levelling  of  the  ground. 
The  work  is  very  slow  but  it  is  progressing  satisfactorily, 
and  some  day  we  hope  to  have  an  institution  worthy  of 
the  opportunities  awaiting  us  in  the  training  of  mothers 
and   in   the    prevention   of  disease. 

It  has  been  a  good  year.  Many  patients  have  been 
healed,  much  experience  has  been  gained  by  the  staff  and 
new  lessons  have  been  learned  in  trust  and  dependence 
in  our  Lord  as  the  Great  Physician  who  doeth  all  things 
well." 

The  church  continues  in  its  mild  but  great  manner  to 
bring  people  to  the  light.  Many  who  have  received  much 
from  the  church  however  do  not  value  church  member- 
ship highly  enough.  Mutambara  is  very  much  in  need 
of  a  church  building.  The  old  building  has  served  since 
1915,  improved  little  by  little  during  the  year,  but  it  is 
not  good  enough  to  be  an  example  of  beauty  nor  is  it  a 
substantial  structure.  We  hope  that  the  necessary  work 
can    be  accomplished   during   the   next   few    years. 

Rev.  Rugayo's  work  has  been  largely  on  the  District, 
away  from  Mutambara,  helping  the  churches  to  function 
and  run  smoothly.  He  helps  also  with  the  inspection  of 
the  village  schools.  His  task  is  great,  as  is  the  task  of 
all  of  the  other  workers  of  the  Mission.  When  one  sees 
the  440  people  in  the  day  school  and  150  people  in  the 
school  just  across  the  river,  and  knows  that  the  village 
schools  are  all  similar,  it  makes  us  think  that  there  is  a 
really  great  work  to  be  done  and  cause  for  the  skill 
and    ability    of  everyone  to  put   forth   his  or  her  very   best. 

We  again  report  a  most  pleasant  year's  work,  thankful 
to  have  been  allowed  to  live  in  an  environment  with 
such    pleasant    surroundings    and    congenial    friends. 


REPORT     OF     NYADIRI     DISTRICT 

T.     A.     O'Farrell,         Superintendent. 

Bishop   Springer   and   Fellow-Workers  : 

Again  we  come  with  thanksgiving  to  the  Heavenly 
Father  that  we  have  been  permitted  to  work  for  another 
year  in  His  Kingdom.  In  some  ways  it  has  been  a  dif- 
ficult year,  but  it  is  certain  that  no  other  tasks  could 
have   brought    us    so    much    real  joy. 
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I  wish  to  record  my  gratitude  for  the  kindness,  patience, 
and  Christian  Grace  of  all  my  associates.  They  have 
inspired  me  by  their  Christian  Spirit,  humbled  me  by  their 
achievements,   upheld   me  by   their   friendliness. 

I  believe  a  good  witness  has  been  given  throughout  the 
year  by  missionaries,  in  school,  church,  office,  and  hos- 
pital ;  by  teachers  in  many  class  rooms;  by  Edward  Makoni 
in  the  many  details  of  his  work  by  both  word  and  ex- 
ample; by  the  wise  counsel  of  the  ministers  in  Missions, 
homes  and  villages  as  they  have  travelled  almost  constantly; 
by  Christian  women  in  many  village  groups;  and  by  stewards 
and  local    preachers  in    many   places. 

Nyadiri  Mission. 

We  received  150  boys  into  the  Boarding  School  in  January. 
We  would  like  to  find  a  good  Evangelist  to  serve  as 
Boarding  Master  and  General  Counselor  for  them.  Neither 
Rev.  Muparutsa  nor  I  have  sufficient  time  to  give  them. 
I  am  called  away  a  great  deal,  and  he  is  obliged  to  spend 
a  great  deal  of  time  on  the  two  circuits  for  which  he  is 
responsible,  as  it  requires  about  175  miles  cycling  to  make 
one   round. 

We  have  a  good  staff  of  teachers  although  several  are 
new.  Miss  Scovill  was  already  acquainted  with  Nyadiri, 
and  she  has  managed  the  affairs  of  the  Girls'  School 
quietly  and  efficiently.  There  is  abundant  evidence  in  the 
Mission  of  her  good  influence.  Miss  Parks  has  carried 
a  very  heary  load  in  the  school  but  she  seems  to  thrive 
under  it.  Her  cheerful  manner  has  made  the  way  easy 
for  others. 

The  whole  Mission  is  justly  proud  of  all  that  Dr- 
Anderson  and  Miss  Whitney  are  accomplishing  at  the 
hospital  This  development  is  better  than  anything  we  had 
hoped  for.  We  look  forward  with  anticipation  to  Mrs. 
Anderson's   arrival. 

Miss  Scovill  writes  of  the  Girls'  School.  "Nyadiri  Girls' 
School  is  a  home  for  114  girls,  five  teachers  and  a  mother. 
Mrs.  Gurupira  came  seeking  work  and  a  place  to  stay; 
she  has  been  employed  as  y  matron  for  the  Girls'  School 
since  the  first  of  July.  She  supervises  the  cooking,  cleaning 
of  the  dormitories,  dining  rooms  and  yard,  and  mends 
the  uniforms  belonging  to  the  little  girls.  They  respect 
and    obey   her.     She    is    a    real    mother   to   them   all. 

The  first  term  this  year  there  were  eight  girls  who 
had   to   be   helped   financially   by   money    which   had    been 
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given  for  that  purpose.  It  is  gratifying  to  know  that 
this  aid  has  not  robbed  them  of  the  desire  to  help  them- 
selves., for  the  second  term  only  four  of  the  girls  needed 
this  help.  The  others  have  either  paid  or  worked  for  all 
their  fees. 

The  school  gardens  under  the  supervision  of  John  Masoso- 
nore  are  in  good  condition  and  have  supplied  plenty  of 
green  vegetables  for  the  girls.  We  harvested  nearly  one 
hundred  bags  of  mealies,  one  bag  of  Sunn  hemp  for  seed, 
and  one  bag  of  rice.  The  girls  are  having  oranges  or 
lemons  once  a  week  from  our  trees,  and  there  promises 
to   be    a   good   yield   of   mangoes   next    season. 

We  have  not  been  able  to  do  much  in  the  line  of  build- 
ing or  repairing.  The  two  wings  of  the  school  house  are 
being  pointed,  the  teachers  kitchen  has  been  equipped 
with  a  stove  and  a  table,  and  the  engine  has  been  over- 
hauled  and    is    in   good    working   order. 

During  the  year  girls  have  been  knitting  scarves,  socks, 
and  caps  for  the  soldiers.  Some  has  been  done  in  class 
periods    but   more  has   been   done   outside    of  school. 

I  have  enjoyed  working  with  the  girls  during  the  past 
seven  months  both  in  the  industrial  classes  and  in  the 
general  supervision.  Many  of  them  have  shown  signs  of 
growth  and  improvement.  One  father  wrote  when  his 
daughter  came  back  after  vacation,  saying,  'I  can  see 
my  daughter  is  a  better  girl  after  being  at  Nyadiri  for 
six  months'.  We  hope  that  will  be  a  testimony  of  many 
more    parents." 

The  following  is  quoted  from  Miss  Parks'  report.  "Soon 
after  Conference  I  went  for  my  mid-term  holiday  to 
Pretoria  where  I  had  a  carefree  rest  and  thoroughly  good 
time.  Perhaps  you  can  imagine  how  I  felt,  on  my  return, 
to  be  left  alone  to  open  a  school  with  an  enrollment  of 
450  students,  and  with  a  staff  of  fourteen,  of  whom  nine 
were  new.  However,  it  was  not  long  before  we  had  be- 
come acquainted,  made  adjustments,  and  again  seemed 
like  one  big  happy  family.  This  is  due,  I  feel,  to  the  whole 
hearted  friendliness  and  utmost  cooperation  on  the  part 
of  every  student,  teacher,  and  missionary.  For  this  I  am 
truly   thankful. 

As  I  pause  to  look  back  over  the  past  school  year,  several 
high   spots     stand   out   in    my    mind. 


227        DISTRICT     SUPERINTENDENTS'    REPORTS 

Easter  morning  we  held  an  impressive  Sunrise  Service 
on  a  Kopje,  half  a  mile  from  the  Mission.  At  5:30  we 
left  the  school  slowly  and  silently  as,  in  imagination,  we 
walked  with  the  Marys  to  the  garden  that  first  Easter 
morning,  and  considered  what  it  would  mean  to  us  if 
Christ  were  still  in  the  tomb.  Thus  we  wound  our  way 
up  the  narrow  trail  to  the  big  rock  where  400  of  us  were 
seated  to  hear  the  glad,  good  news  of  Jesus'  resurrection,  and 
to  watch  the  rising  sun  proclaim  its  message  of  a  new 
day  ahead.  It  was  from  the  depth  of  our  hearts  that, 
as    we    marched    back,    we   sang : 

"Jesus    Christ    is    risen   today ! 
Hallelujah" 

At  the  end  of  the  first  term,  in  place  of  a  concert, 
our  school  held  an  outdoor  vesper  service  on  a  Kopje 
where  we  could  watch  the  sunset.  The  entire  school, 
four  abreast,  marched  to  the  hill  side  singing,  "For  The 
Beauty  of  The  Earth".  The  purpjse  of  the  service  was 
to  help  each  one  present  to  sense  more  keenly  the  rea- 
lity of  Christ's  presence  with  us.  We  sought  to  do  this 
through  the  medium  of  picture,  hymn,  and  Scripture,  in  which 
every  child  had  some  part.  At  the  close  a  married  student 
and  his  family  enacted  Millet's  'The  Angelus'.  Since 
that  time  our  sunset  bell  has  been  a  call  to  prayer  and 
wherever  it  is  heard,  silence  descends  as  people  pause  to 
pray. 

We  have  put  on  a  campaign  for  Umbowo  subscription^. 
On  our  church  door  hangs  an  "Umbowo  Honour  Roll". 
We  have  secured  a  considerable  number  of  paid  up  sub- 
scriptions, and  we  expect  to  do  further  education  and 
promotion   at   Camp    Meeting. 

A  travelling  picture  is  another  of  our  projects.  Holman 
Hunt's  "The  Light  of  The  World"  was  hung  over  the 
mantel  in  the  Boys'  Dormitory,  and  its  rich  symbolism 
was  interpreted.  The  boys  sang  'Behold  Me  Standing 
at  The  Door',  and  the  chorus,  'Mumwoyo  wangu'.  After 
remaining  there  for  two  weeks  the  picture  travelled  to 
the  Girls'  Dormitories,  then  to  different  homes  in  the 
community. 

We  combined  the  idea  of  Student  Day  with  our  last  day  of 
school  program,  which  was  built  around  a  dramatization 
called,  "The  Garden  of  My  Heart".  Every  child  in  school 
had  some  part  in  it.  Then  the  offering  for  the  Student 
Loan   Fund    was   taken,   amounting  to  £4.14.9." 
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Doctor  Anderson  writes  of  the  medical  work  as  follows. 
"The  end  of  the  Conference  year  brings  first  of  all  a 
sense  of  gratitute  to  God  for  all  His  mercies  and  for 
His  Abundant  Grace.  Then  comes  a  feeling  of  gratitude 
for  the  many  kindnesses  of  associates  in  the  station  and 
the  mission,  for  the  courtesies  of  Government  officials  and 
for  the  warm  interest  of  the  Board  Secretaries  and  our 
many   friends    in   the    home   land. 

The  year  has  brought  many  opportunities  for  service  at  the 
Mission  and  at  Government  clinics  which  we  appreciate. 
The  latter  has  opened  a  large  field  and  given  many  fine 
contacts  with  the  African  people  and  the  Government 
officials.  We  miss  the  friendly  helpful  visits  from  doctor 
Davis  formerly  in  charge  of  the  clinics  and  leper  colony 
at  Mtoko  and  at  Mrewa.  His  death,  early  in  the  year,  left 
that  post  vacant,  and  the  Government  asked  me  to  su- 
pervise that  work  until  they  can  find  a  permanent  appointee. 
The  weekly  visits  to  those  clinics  have  opened  a  larger 
field  for  us,  and  though  it  is  not  a  permanent  arrange- 
ment, it  has  brought  us  satisfaction  in  being  able  to  help 
in  this  emergency.  In  this  connection  too  we  have  met 
with  extraordinary  kindnesses  and  courtesy  from  the 
Government    officials. 

Special  mention  should  be  made  of  the  efficient  and  self- 
sacrificing  service  of  Miss  Whitney.  It  has  been  a 
privilege  to  see  the  part  that  she  has  played  in  the  work. 

The  training  of  nurses  was  begun  with  trepidation  due 
to  the  lack  of  support  but  has  turned  out  to  be  provi- 
dential. Without  that  we  could  not  have  functioned,  for 
we  now  have  no  trained  African  workers  and  seem  un- 
able to  get  any.  The  teaching  has  proved  to  be  intensely 
interesting  and  it  has  been  gratifying  to  see  their  keen 
interest  and  good  progress  in  the  studies.  We  were 
fortunate  to  secure,  five  girls  of  fine  personality  and  good 
qualifications.  We  believe  that  they  will  make  good  and 
be    a    credit   to    the    nursing    profession. 

The  new  building  was  occupied  the  1st  of  February, 
and  it  meets  a  long  felt  want.  It  is  commodious  and 
airy,  light  and  clean.  Visitors  seem  pleased  with  it  and 
we   believe   that   the   patients    appreciate   it. 

Our  urgent  needs  are  several.  First  of  all  is  felt  the 
need  of  African  workers,  doctors  as  well  as  nurses.  They 
will  make  the  work  far  more  effective  in  many  ways,  and 
without  them  the  work  cannot  become  permanent.  And 
what  a  great  need  there  is  for  trained  Africans  out  among 
the    people    in    the    villages! 
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The  lack  of  adequate  water  supply  makes  a  serious  and 
great  handicap.  We  hope  that  this  problem  may  be 
solved    soon. 

Electric  light  is  urgently  needed  for  surgical  and  ob- 
stectrical  work  at  night,  also  for  diagnostic  equipment  but 
details    cannot   be   given   here. 

We  need  funds  for  the  training  of  nurses,  for  the  current 
budget   is    inadequate   for  that. 

We  trust  that  these  needs  may  be  met  soon  so  that 
the  institution  may  fulfill  its  mission  in  a  worthy  way." 

Apart  from  the  improvements  at  the  hospital  we  have 
not  been  able  to  do  much  building.  But  the  cow  barn 
is  now  in  use,  and  it  is  possible  to  feed  34  cows  and 
heifers  and  know  that  each  one  gets  what  was  given  her. 
The  pig  houses  have  been  enlarged  and  cemented  and 
others  erected.  We  are  not  really  able  to  do  all  that, 
but  insect  pests  made  it  imperative  to  get  the  pigs  off 
the  ground.  We  have  also  done  considerable  repair  work 
on  the  house,  the  office,  the  garage,  and  also  to  implements. 

I  have  never  felt  so  keenly  before  that  a  good  agricul- 
tural missionary  is  sorely  needed  at  Nyadiri.  Such  a 
school  among  an  Agricultural  people  should  give  the  very 
best  Agricultural  teaching.  And  with  prices  so  high  as 
at  present  such  a  man  would  have  considerable  earning 
power.  More  than  that  we  could  use  to  advantage  three 
times  as  much  milk  as  the  Mission  now  produces.  We 
need  an  abundance  of  fruit  and  vegetables  that  cannot 
be  had  without  irrigation.  This  is  a  good  stock  Farm  if 
we  will  produce  and  conserve  enough  feed.  But  every  year 
we  go  through  the  annual  drought,  six  months  or  more  with- 
out rain,  and  during  those  months  we  suffer  many  defeats, 
even  when  we  have  done  our  best.  Cattle  get  thin  and 
some  die.  Pigs  do  not  bring  in  the  returns  we  expect. 
Gardens  dry  up  when  vegetables  are  most  needed. 

And  there  is  the  problem  of  water  for  the  hospital  and 
domestic  use  including  the  dormitories.  I  am  sure  I  do 
not  know  how  they  manage  at  the  Hospital  nor  how  the 
students  keep  so  clean.  Of  course  our  defeats  are  not  all 
total.  Every  year  we  seem  to  advance  a  little.  This  year, 
in  spite  of  the  worst  season  for  many  years  we  raised 
twice  as  many  mealies  as  last  year.  We  also  provided 
more  ensilage  and  some  Sunn  Hemp  hay.  We  are  hav- 
ing the  best  supply  of  milk  and  butter  that  we  have 
ever  had.  The  plows  have  scarcely  stopped  during  the 
last   13   months.      More   land   is   being    prepared   for   next 
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season  and  we  hope  for  better  returns.  But  I  am  making 
this  lengthy  presentation  to  emphasize  the  fact  that  we 
should  provide  for  an  Agricultural  Missionary  at  Nyadiri 
without  unnecessary  delay.  The  station  could  be  trans- 
formed by  such  a  man.  We  must  compel  the  Nyaitenga 
River  to  give  up  its  moisture  and  make  fertile  and  productive 
the    land  beside  it.     I    know   it   can   be   done. 

Circuits. 

Jeannes  Teacher  Jonathan  Maranke  has  kept  up  his  good 
work  in  assisting  particularly  the  less  efficient  teachers. 
Last  year  we  had  a  splendid  show  at  Manyika,  which 
was  largely  attendend,  and  preparations  have  been  made 
for  another.     Both   students    and    adults    bring   exhibits. 

We  have  better  teachers  than  last  year,  including  several 
E.  T.  C.  men,  and  the  village  schools  show  a  corresponding 
improvement.  Manyika  village  Boarding  School  is  setting 
a    standard    for   othsr  Schools. 

I  regret  that  it  is  not  possible  to  include  here  reports 
from  the  two  ministers.  They  have  worked  hard,  and 
have  much  to  show  for  their  labors.  They  speak  of  the 
Villages  and  Reserves  beyond  our  borders,  and  call  for 
more  laborers.  Rev.  Chitombo  is  grateful  for  the  assistance 
Miss  Parks  is  giving  by  allowing  their  students  to  use 
the  same  tests  that  are  used  at  Nyadiri.  Both  have  given 
their  very  best. 

As  we  look  back  over  the  year  several  events  seem  to 
stand   out   with   significant   meaning. 

The  mens'  meeting  held  a  few  months  ago  at  Musanhi, 
attracted  a  large  group  of  men  both  Christian  and  non- 
Christian.  They  spent  several  sessions  discussing  matters 
of  vital  importance  to  them.  Our  men  are  not  following 
as  well  as  are  the  women.  But  we  have  an  increasing 
number   who    show  growth   and  strength. 

At  one  Quarterly  meeting  two  women  of  about  thirty 
came  forward  and  asked  to  be  received  into  the  church  in 
preparatory  membership.  Both  had  been  Christians  as  girls, 
both  were  taken  as  wives  by  "matorwa",  were  dismissed 
from  the  church,  and  have  lived  through  the  years  with- 
out Christian  satisfaction.  Their  clear  testimonies  made 
a  deep  impression.  In  the  great  audience  were 
many  men  and  women  whose  lives  had  been  spoiled  in 
the  same  way  as  the  lives  of  these  women.  We  cannot 
help  hoping  that  this  is  the  beginning  of  many  such  re- 
formations. 
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At  Zaranyika  recently,  Mrs.  O'Farrell  and  I  went  on 
a  Friday  morning  to  inspect  the  school.  We  found  besides 
nearly  a  hundred  students,  65  parents  gathered  for  class 
meeting.  Last  year  they  had  no  school,  and  we  have  had 
some  problems  there.  But  in  January,  under  the  leader- 
ship of  Julius  Gezi  a  new  awakening  started.  On  Sundays 
the  church  is  crowded.  The  local  Headman  is  a  Chris- 
tian leader  among  the  men.  Mission  buildings  and  gardens 
are  being  put  in  order.  Testimonies  are  such  that  we  shall 
not   soon   forget   them. 

Manyika  Camp  Meeting  Grounds  have  become  very 
popular  for  many  kinds  of  meetings.  Two  weeks  ago  the 
the  women  of  the  Rukwadzano  met  there  for  three  days. 
Many  men  and  young  people  were  there  on  Sunday  also. 
We  are  pleased  that  they  are  finding  so  many  helpful 
things   to  do  for  women  who    are  in  trouble. 

We  close  as  we  began,  with  thanksgiving  for  the  privilege  of 
having  a  part  in  these  tasks. 


REPORT     OF     OLD     UMTALI     MISSION 

H.   E.  Taylor,         Superintendent 

Bishop   Springer   and    Fellow-Workers ; 

What  can  one  say  to  convey  more  than  the  most 
meagre  impression  of  the  activities  0:1  Old  Umtali  Dis- 
trict during  the  last  conference  year?  The  various  reports 
that  follow  my  preamble  are  distinguished  for  brevity  and 
modesty,  partly  because  of  need  to  limit  the  combined 
length,  and  hence  cannot,  as  indeed  they  are  not  intended, 
reveal  the  total  of  that  which  has  been  done.  You  will, 
therefore,  need  to  accept  it  as  fact  that  much  has  been 
done  and  we  believe  that  God  has  guided  us  to  the 
accomplishing  of  not  a  little  of  that  which  we  believe 
to  have  been  His  will  for  us  to  do  in  this  corner  of  His 
Vinyard   in   which   we    are    privileged   to  work. 

God's  spirit  is  at  work  among  the  people.  We  see 
certain  evidence  of  that  in  daily  contacts  with  the  people 
all  over  the  District.  Our  African  ministers,  pastor-teachers, 
teachers,  local  preachers,  exhorters,  and  many  unofficial 
laymen  in  the  outstations  and  the  center  are  loyal  co- 
workers with  the  missionaries  in  the  building  of  His  Kingdom. 
As  for  my  wife  and  myself,  there  has  been  plenty  of 
variety   in    what    we    have   done    but    apparently     little   to

merit  mention.  It  is  a  great  satisfaction  to  me  that  my 
wife  has  been  able  from  January  on  to  assume  more  and 
more  of  the  office  and  press  work,  both  of  which  she 
enjoys    and    wherein    she    fills    a    real    need. 

There  are  167  boys  in  the  boarding  department.  Of 
these  and  the  95  boarding  girls,  many  are  sons  and  daugbters 
of  our  Christian  people.  Many  show  gratifying  evidence 
of  Christian  training.  Also,  there  is  a  progressive  lowering 
of  the  average  age  of  pupils.  This  increases  the  problem 
of  guidance  and  consequently  of  the  need  of  good  leaders 
among  them,  both  teachers  and  prefects,  as  well  as  others. 

Though  it  would  be  a  pleasure  to  mention  individually 
all  of  my  fellow  workers,  black  and  white,  I  must  ask 
them  to  pardon  me  for  being  unable  to  do  more  than  say  I 
greatly  appreciate  the  loyal  co-operation  there  has  been 
and   the   good   work   each    has   done. 

The  reports  of  the  heads  of  the  various  sections  of  the 
work   follow. 

Old  Umtaii  Outstations  by    the    Rev.    P.    Massing. 

Since  last  Annual  Conference  I  have  made  114  school 
visits,  conducted  a  ten-day  camp  meeting  at  Nyakatsapa, 
and   presided  over   9  quarterly    meetings. 

There  are  at  the  moment  42  outstations  on  the  district, 
26  of  which  have  Government-aided  schools.  There  are 
2  small  village  boarding  schools,  and  5  of  the  schools 
have  Standard  III  classes.  Two  schools  have  been  closed 
on  account  of  the  centralisation  of  the  reserves,  and  one 
closed  on  account  of  failing  local  support.  If  staff  can 
be  found  there  will  be  no  difficulty  in  bringing  the  number  of 
schools  up  to  thirty.  These  schools  and  stations  are 
served  by  5  ministers  and  43  teachers,  which  is  far  from 
enough. 

There  has  been  great  difficulty  in  finding  staff. 
Some  of  the  stations  have  developed  greatly  and  have  not 
only  large  schools  but  large  church  membership.  Yet  in 
charge  of  many  of  them  are  young,  immature  men.  We 
need  not  only  highly  trained  men,  but  also  mature,  spirit- 
ually-minded   men    in  charge    of   these    places. 

At  the  moment  many  of  our  people  are  on  the  move. 
On  account  of  the  centralisation  of  the  reserves,  which 
the  government  is  undertaking,  many  homes  are  rooted 
up  and  many  new  ones  built.  Stations  are  closed  and 
new    ones    are    waiting   to    be   opened. 
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Who  are  serving  these  people  with  the  Gospel  ?  Who 
are  proclaiming  the  glad  tidings  to  them  ?  Having  looked 
at  the  needs  of  the  schools  let  us  look  at  another  side 
of  our   work. 

By  many  missionaries  and  by  our  highest  leaders  it 
has  been  said  many  times  that  we  need  more  educators. 
That  is  true.  We  do  not  only  need  more,  but  we  need 
the  best  educators  to  run  our  large  institutions.  But 
there  is  another  greater  need  which  missionaries  in  their 
preoccupation  with  education  must  be  on  guard  not  to 
neglect  or  overlook,  but  which  is  crying  for  solution.  For 
many  complaints  are  heard  tbat  our  people  do  not  know 
how  to  behave  in  church  and  lack  the  deeper  understand- 
ing of  our  Christian  faith.  How  can  we  expect  them  to? 
On  this  district  one  minister  serves  on  an  average  ten 
stations.  That  means  that  in  nine  tenths  of  our  stations 
on  each  Sunday  the  Gospel  is  preached  by  local  preachers. 
But  these  people  are  given  practically  no  help,  guidance 
or  inspiration  from  outside.  The  same  can  be  said  about 
our  Sunday  school  teachers  and  our  class  leaders.  Here 
is   one  of  the   greatest   needs   in   our  church   today. 

Before  the  white  man's  arrival  in  the  country  the 
people  used  to  dedicate  their  homes  to  the  "midzimu."  (an- 
cestral spirits)  Now  hundreds  of  new  Christian  homes 
are  being  built  in  the  Reserves.  Many  move  into  the 
new  homes  without  thinking  of  dedicating  them  to  Christ. 
Our  discipline  has  a  very  fine  ritual  for  the  "Dedicating 
of  a    Home". 

Yet,  in  spite  of  all  the  defects  in  our  work ;  in  spite 
of  the  great  shortage  of  African  and  European  staff,  the 
churches  and  the  schools  are  growing  marvellously.  The 
demand  for  more  teachers  and  more  schools  shows  that 
the  people  more  and  more  realize  their  value.  This  year 
237  new  members  have  been  received  in  the  outstations 
alone.  Large  crowds  are  gathering  to  our  camp  meet- 
ings and  Quarterly  Conferences.  Here  the  people  find  new 
hope,   new   courage,   new    vision  -  new   life. 

The  doors  are  open  but  because  of  the  few  workers  we 
are  unable  to  enter  them  all.  "The  harvest  truly  is 
plenteous,  but  the  laborers  are  few.  Pray  ye  therefore 
the  Lord  of  the  harvest,  that  He  will  send  forth  laborers 
into   His  harvest." 

Fairfield   Girls'  School    by  Miss    Quinton. 

There  is  nothing  outstanding  to  report  from  Fairfield. 
The    usual  courses    in  Domestic  Science,  Sewing,  Laundry, 
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Home  Nursing,  and  First  Aid  have  been  carried  on.  The 
girls  are  very  keen  on  these  classes,  and  just  now  are 
feeling  a  great  deal  of  pride  in  the  fact  that  a  teacher  from 
another  school  has  said  that  the  work  given  the  girls  at 
Fairfield  was  the  best  of  any  school.  That,  we  have  told 
them  is  all  the  more  reason  why  they  should  do  their 
best  in  all  of  their  work.  It  is  true  that  the  training 
the  Standard  VI  girls  receive  at  the  model  home  is  meeting 
with  hearty  approval  from  the  fathers  of  the  girls,  is 
attracting  a  great  deal  of  attention  from  both  Africans  and 
Europeans  out  side  the  mission.  The  visitors'  book  shows 
that  nearly  200  people  visited  the  cottage  since  it  was 
opened  15  months  ago,  and  we  have  heard  favorable 
comments    from    many    of   them. 

Seven  girls  are  hoping  to  complete  their  teacher-training 
course  this  year  and  we  have  need  of  many  more  to  fill 
vacancies    expected    at    the    end    of   this  year. 

The  orphanage  continues  to  be  a  training  school  for  the 
girls  as  well  as  the  home  for  25  motherless  infants.  Thirteen 
babies  have  been  admitted  this  year,  three  have  died, 
and  two  have  been  returned  home  when  two  or  three  years  old, 
where  there  was  a  new  mother  or  a  grandmother  to  take 
care    of  them. 

Medical  work,-   by   Sisters   Hansson    and  Rydell. 

We,  in  the  medical  work  have  had  a  happy  and  a  good 
year.  In  the  ministry  of  healing  we  find  many  wonder- 
ful opportunities  to  reach  the  hearts  of  the  people.  Without 
fail  we~have  had  daily  devotions  and  on  Sundays  preach- 
ing service!  We  have  a  splendid  contact  with  the  kraal- 
people  in  connection  with  our  prenatal  clinic.  During 
Sister  Rosa's  holiday,  Mrs.  Hissing  very  willingly  took 
charge  of  the  Maternity  Hospital  and  she  has  at 
different  times  helped  us  during  the  year.  We  are  glad 
to    add    her   to    our  staff. 

From  January  first  we  have  had  587  inpatients.  12722 
inpatient  days,  making  an  average  of  55  patients  per  day. 

Out-patients  559,  first  admittance  with  6129  treatments. 

From  our  special  clinic  such  as  prenatal,  bilharzia  and 
venereal  diseases,  424.   First  admittance  with  5372  injections. 

Maternity  Cases  145,  and  among  them  seven  pairs  of 
twins. 

Teacher  Training-  and  Central  Primary  Departments. 

(R.  C.  Gates.) 

Last  year  eight  pupils  took  the  Government  examinations 

in    Teacher    Training ;    all    were    passed    and    given    their 

Teachers'    Certificates.     This   year  ten     entered    the  .First 

Year   Course   in    Teacher  Training.     There   are   fifteen    in

the  Second  Year  Course.  There  has  been  held  constantly 
before  the  pupils  the  idea  that  the  male  pupils  are  to  be 
Pastors  as  well  as  Teachers.  Each  week  we  have  a  class 
in  Pastoral  Work,  and  each  of  the  boys  and  married  men 
gets  practice  in  the  preparation  and  deliverv  of  sermons. 
It  is  deeply  gratifying  that  out  of  twenty-five  pupils  in 
the  Teacher  Training  Department  twenty  have  signed  the 
cards  on  which  they  dedicate  themselves  to  Christian 
Life  Service.  In  the  month  of  June  the  boys  and  married 
men  of  both  Classes  spent  two  weeks  in  the  village  schools  of 
the  Old  Umtali  and  Mtasa  Circuits.  They  returned  with 
renewed   enthusiasm   for   the    task   of  teaching. 

A  major  change  in  the  school  program  has  been  the 
adoption  of  the  Single  Session  Plan  instead  of  the  former 
Double  Session.  The  new  plan  has  lightened  the  teach- 
ing hours  of  the  staff  and  provided  more  time  for  preparation 
for  teaching.  It  seems  to  be  in  general  favor  with  staff 
and  pupils.  A  Village  School  at  the  Married  Peoples' 
Location  has  been  established,  with  Jonah  Machiri  as 
Head  Teacher. 

Two  successful  and  interesting  debates  have  been  held 
during  the  year  with  St.  Augustine  Mission.  Athletic 
relations  with  the  same  Mission  have  continued  again  this 
year   in   both   football    and   net-ball. 

We  were  glad  to  welcome  to  our  staff  in  January  the 
Misses  Reitz,  Sarah  Chieza,  and  Dinah  Kupera,  and  Messrs. 
Tudor  Roberts,  Durland  Alvord,  John  Nduna,  Paul  Malianga, 
Benjamin   Gwaza,   and   Isiac    Musambx. 

Industrial  Department,-  by  W.  D.  Hamrick 
During  the  Conference  year,  we,  in  the  Industrial 
Department  have  had  a  busy  but  fruitful  year.  The  boys 
in  all  Standards  seem  to  be  doing  work  which  is  superior 
in  quality  to  that  done  the  previous  year  by  boys  iri 
similar  Standards.  In  the  words  of  the  Government  In- 
dustrial Inspector  for  the  boys,  "The  Industrial  work  this 
year  is  a  decided  improvement  over  the  work  done  here 
in   the   past". 

War  conditions,  of  course,  continue  to  make  it  difficult 
to  get  tools  and  materials,  particularly  the  latter.  The 
present  conditions  call  for  ingenuity  and  careful  planning 
so  that  the  materials  available  can  be  used  to  the  best 
advantage. 

The  best  advancement  has  been  made  in  basketry  and  we 
hope  to  continue  advancing  in  all  of  the  various  crafts 
as  time  goes  on.  Certainly  there  has  never  been  a  time  when 
it  was  so  obvious  that  men  must  be  trained  to  us*  then- 
hands    as    well    as   their   heads. 
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I  wish  to  thank  ray  staff  of  four  teachers  for  their  very 
ahle  assistance,  for  without  them  but  very  few  boys 
could    even    be    introduced    to    the    various   crafts. 

Aside  from  the  class  work  which  we  have  done  we  have 
been  doing  a  vast  amount  of  work  on  the  electric  lines. 
Most  of  the  time  has  been  spent  in  reconstruction  of  dis- 
tribution lines  to  various  places  on  the  mission.  We  are 
a  long  way  from  the  end  and  when  the  outside  wiring 
is    done    there   is   much   to   be   done  in   the   buildings. 

Here  again  the  shortage  of  materials  makes  it  difficult 
but  we  are  managing,  in  spite  of  the  hardships  to  keep 
■'light-on-t  he-subject." 

Again  I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  my  assistants 
in  this  work  for  they  have  worked  hard  and  often  for 
long    hours. 

Agricultural  Department-  D.  Alvord 

We,  in  the  Agricultural  Department  have  had  a  busy 
year.  Inasmuch  as  this  is  my  first  year  of  teaching 
we  have  all  learned  a  lot,  and  hope  to  continue  as  we 
have    started. 

We  were  able  to  plant  out  2,800  eucalyptus  trees  and 
600  cypress  trees  with  the  Standard  IV  classes.  They 
have  also  helped  with  the  maintenance  of  the  plantations 
planted   in    the    past   year. 

Our  Standard  V  classes  have  been  learning  about  the 
care  and  management  of  livestock.  There  is  much  to  be 
done  in  this  regard  for  most  Africans  have  little  conception 
of  proper  care  or  management.  Needless  to  say,  not  all 
the  boys  looked  forward  to  swine  care  and  management, 
especially   on    cleaning    days. 

We   have    been  able  to  make  a  very  good  show    with  our 
Standard    VI   three-crop   vegetable   rotation. 

The  Teacher  Training  classes  have  had  to  be  left  more 
or  less  to  themselves  due  to  our  heavy  teaching  schedule. 
They  have  been  managing  the  Kraal  Schools,  and  Stan- 
dard I  and  II  gardens.  These  boys  have  listened  well  to 
our  instruction  and  have  managed  very  well  to  put  it  into 
practice.     Their   gardens    have    done   very   well. 

We  are  busy  now  planting  early  maize  and  the  winter 
cereals  which  are  almost  ready  to  harvest  look  very 
well.  The  new  lucerne  fields  are  just  beginning  to  pro- 
duce so  we  are  looking  forward  to  a  profitable  but  busy 
time   on   the   farm. 

Old  Umtali  Church-  by  I.   V.  Munjoma,  the  Pastor. 
It   is   rather   difficult    to   report    on    what  has  been   done 
during  the  year,  but,  we  want  to  thank  God  for  His  mercy  to 
us    all.     Our    Church    has    been     well    attended,    and    the 
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Class  Meetings  have  been  well  cared  for.  I  must  thank 
both  the  missionaries  and  Africans  for  their  faithful  work 
as  Class  Leaders. 

Some  families  have  left  Old  Umtali,  that  diminished  the 
number  of  our  members.  The  women  of  the  surrounding 
villages  have  been  faithful  in  attending  the  Rukwadzano 
meetings   on   the    appointed  dates. 

The  surrounding  mines  and  farms  have  been  receiving 
the  fullness  of  the  Gospel  every  Sunday.  The  Premier 
Estate  is  one  of  our  preaching  places.  For  some  time  there 
has  been  no  building  in  which  to  worship,  but  now,  before 
the  rains  come,  they  will  have  a  nice  place  in  which  to 
hold  the  services.  The  attendance  is  growing  there  and 
also   in   other   places. 

Another  interesting  place  in  which  to  preach  is  the  Dis- 
pensary. "Mbuya"  Hanson  has  allowed  us  to  hold  a 
service  every  Sunday  morning  with  a  group  of  women 
there,  who  are  coming  for  maternity  cases,  and  also  with 
sick  ones  who  are  there  for  treatment.  We  are  sure  that 
these  women  will  go  back  to  their  homes  with  a  new 
idea  of  The  Gospel  as  well  as  with  new  babies  in  their 
arms. 

We  had  a  week  set  apart  at  Easter  time  for  special 
services,  after  which  many  young  men  witnessed  that 
they  had  been  blessed  during  the  meetings.  It  is  our 
desire  that  our  young  people  may  know  Jesus  Christ  as 
their   Saviour   and   ours. 


REPORT     OF     THE     UMTALI     DISTRICT 

E.  L.  Sells,         Superintendent. 

To  say  that  the  staff  of  Umtali  District,  which  includes 
five  missionaries,  four  African  ministers,  forty  -six  teachers, 
and  one  hundred  and  ten  local  preachers,  has  been  very 
busy  during  the  past  year  would  be  true  but  rather 
commonplace,  because  we  are  all  working  to  the  capacity 
of  our  strength.  Responsibilities  have  been  carried 
without  complaint  or  impatience  and  everyone,  without 
exception,  has  tried  in  addition  to  doing  his  or  her  work, 
to   lighten    that    of  the   other. 

Umtali  Circuit 

European-  St.  Andrew's  Church  has  had  a  very  good 
year.  The  increase  in  membership  is  encouraging;  the 
Sunday  School,  although  it  has  suffered  with  all  other 
European  Sunday  Schools  in  Rhodesia,  has  maintained  its 
own  ;   The    Women's    Association  has  carried   on    its  usual 
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good  work  and  in  addition  have  helped  to  brighten  up  the 
Minister's  home  with  a  new  Chesterfield  Suite  and  con- 
tributed to  sermon  preparation  with  a  new  chair  for  the 
Study  desk;  the  Young  People's  Guild  has  completed  a 
wonderful  year  in  interest,  activities  and  programme,  and 
support  of  the  Church.  The  young  people  of  Rhodesia  are 
awakening  to  a  spiritual  vision  of  Christian  work  and  we 
hope  that  the  Church  will  seek  in  every  way  to  keep  pace  with 
them  ;  the  Scripture  classes  in  the  schools  have  been 
maintained  with  one-hundred  and  three  pupils  ;  the  work 
in  interest  of  the  Soldiers  in  Park  River  Military  Camp 
has  been  varied  and  the  minister  has  continued  his  work 
visiting  the  camp  at  regular  times  and  holding  church 
services  at  least  once  a  month  ;  the  District  work  has  been 
taken  care  of  as  far  as  car  travel  has  permitted  every  two 
weeks  a  service  is  being  held  in  the  Club  Rooms  at 
Penhalonga  in  co-operation  with  the  Presbyterians-  we  are 
grateful  to  the  Manager  of  the  Rezende  Mines  for  his 
interest  and  continual  help  ;  it  is  hoped  that  we  will  soon 
be  resuming  regular  services  at  Inyazura.;  the  finances 
have  kept  up  well  during  the  year,  the  revenue  always 
being  in  advance  of  the  expenditures  with  the  monthly 
contributions  increasing  in  the  total  amounts.  There  is 
every  reason  to  believe  that  the  future  of  the  Umtali 
Church    is  not   only   bright   but    will   develop    rapidly. 

Indian  and  Coloured 

Our  Indian  Missionaries  have  laboured  faithfully  and 
courageously  throughout  this  past  year.  They  have  not  in 
any  way  become  weary  in  well-doing.  There  are  many 
signs  of  an  awakening  among  the  Indian  people  and  for 
this  we  are  thankful.  Mr.  Christian  has  carried  on  visitation 
work  among  the  Indians  of  the  District.  Many  are  read- 
ing the  Bible  and  Christian  literature  as  a  result  of  these 
contacts.  Prayer  meetings,  Scripture  Classes  and  Sunday 
School  have  been  regularly  held  among  the  coloured  people. 
The  seed  has  been  sown  throughout  the  past  four  years 
and    the    harvest    may   come   sooner   than    we    anticipate. 

African 

In  more  than  the  matter  of  location,  the  Umtali  Church 
is  truly  a  light  that  is  set  on  a  hill  that  cannot  be  hid. 
The  constituency  of  the  church  numbers  over  one  -  thousand, 
although  the  actual  membership  is  about  one  half  of  that 
number;  between  four  and  six  hundred  attend  the  Sunday 
afternoon  service  ;  the  four  Sunday  Schools  connected  with 
the  Church  have  three  hundred  children  attending;  the 
class  meetings  are  well  attended;  the  contributions  for 
local    support   amount  to  £138  pounds;  the  day  school  has 
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three  hundred  and  ten  pupils  enrolled  ;  the  evening  school 
has  an  increased  attendance  and  provides  an  opportunity 
for  study  for  the  large  numbers  of  boys  in  the  Municipal 
Location  ;  the  Rukwadzano  has  contributed  to  the  life  of 
the  church  in  interest,  devotions  and  activities;  eighteen 
local  preachers  have  faithfully  assisted  in  helping  the 
minister  in  the  ten  services  that  are  held  every  Sunday  ; 
and  the  teachers  in  the  schools  have  done  their  best  with 
limited   space    and  equipment   to  make  a  good  school. 

The  opportunity  of  the  Umtali  Church  and  School  is 
unparalleled  anywhere.  The  need  for  school  rooms  is 
urgent   and    imperative. 

The  African  Girls'  Hostel  is  keeping  pace  with  the  increas- 
ing movement  of  women  and  girls  to  and  from  town.  The 
work  is  in  the  most  part  routine  but  the  Superintendent 
can  assure  you  that  there  are  almost  daily  varied  and 
interesting  experiences.  The  work  of  the  Hostel  is  greatly 
appreciated    by   the    Government    and   the    Municipality. 

Marange  Circuit 

The  developments  in  irrigation  and  settlement  make  the 
Marange  Reserve  one  of  the  promising  fields  for  Methodist 
work.  The  story  of  the  achievments  since  1905  in  this 
area  are  almost  in  the  realm  of  the  miraculous.  A  study 
of  the  past  statistics  of  the  circuit  tells  the  story  of 
steady  growth.  Four  years  ago  the  circuit  was  in  comparison 
to  Zimunya  about  three-fours  the  strength.  To  day  it  has 
gone   far   beyond   Zimunya   in   everyway. 

Local  Preachers  have  been  well  and  regularly  employed  by 
the  aid  of  a  well  worked  out  and  operated  preaching  plan. 

There  should  be  at  least,  in  addition  to  the  I  en  large 
schools  now  in  operation,  four  new  ones  opened  where 
there    are    already   strong    organized    churches. 

A  successful  Camp-meeting  was  held  at  Makomwe  last 
September. 

Zimunya  Circuit. 

The  work  in  Zimunya  is  very  different  from  that  of 
any  other  circuit  of  the  Conference.  The  Reserve  is  very 
small  and  crowded.  Out  of  the  fourteen  churches  and 
nine  schools  only  three  are  in  the  Reserve,  one  is  on  a 
farm  in  the  Bvumba  Mts.  and  the  remaining  five  are  in 
the  Rowa  Division  of  the  Native  Purchase  Area,  where 
the  Africans  may  purchase  farms.  This  is  a  \  \  large 
area    and    will   soon   become    an   outstanding    development. 

The  requirements  for  these  schools  in  equipment  and 
Teachers'  qualifications  are  much  higher  and  different 
than  the  average  Reserve  school.  This  makes  an  extra 
drain    upon   staffing   and   financing. 
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The  church  work  has  been  carried  on  well  throughout 
the  year  in  spite  of  adverse  influences  drifting  into  that 
section  from  the  town  life.  The  camp  meeting  at  Gwese 
was  held  last  September.  It  will  not  be  possible  to  hold 
the  annual  meeting  this  year  in  that  the  site  applied  for 
in  the   Native    Purchase   Area  has    not   yet    been  granted. 

Observations 

We  have  taken  hold  of  the  problem  of  the  school 
children  attending  Sunday  School  and  church  services  and 
have  make  considerable  progress  in  increasing  the  interest. 
In  some  places  the  condition  is  discouraging  in  that  only 
one-tenth  of  the  children  ever  find  their  way  to  the  place  of 
worship  on  Sunday.  The  matter  has  been  checked  with 
every  church  and  school  and  circuit  visitors  are  making 
quarterly  visits  to  each  Sunday  School  for  the  purpose 
of  organization  and  inspiration.  In  a  year  this  should 
accomplish  the  result  of  getting  at  least  three-fourths 
of  the    children    into    active    connection    with   the    church. 

Leaving  tha  things  that  are  behind  bi  us  press  forward. 
There  are  better  ways  and  no  doubt  some  of  them  will 
be  new,  in  bringing  the  "the  Kingdom  of  G-od "  to  the 
people  of  all  the  races  among  whom  we  are  working  in 
S,  Rhodesia.

(b).  REPORTS  OF  STANDING  COMMITTEES  AND  BOARDS 

Board  of  Education 

We   recommend    that  :- 

1.  In  regard  to  Concerts  being  held  in  our  Circuits,  that 
only  one  such  concert  be  held  each  year  with  the  approval 
of  the  Minister  and  the  Superintendent.  We  hope  that 
competitions  for  musical  programmes  between  the  Circuits 
will  be  kept  in  mind  for  the  improvement  and  maintainance 
of  good  music.  We  further  recommend  that  any  income 
from  such  concerts  be  used  for  building  projects,  etc.  and  not 
be   considered    as   a   part   of  the   regular  Church    offerings 
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2.  That  the  tuition  fee  for  Hartzell  Training  School  be 
increased  ten  shillings  and  that  on  the  application  form  it  be 
noted  as  a  war  measure. 

3.  In  our  Central  Primary  Schools,  first  consideration  be 
given  to  pupils  from  our  own  church. 

4.  The  Principals  of  the  Central  Boarding  Schools  co- 
operate with  tae  parents  in  the  building  of  character  of  the 
children  in  regard  to  the  matter  of  misconduct,  and  that 
school  cards  reporting  school  work  and  conduct  be  sent  to 
the    parents   twice   a   year. 

5.  That  Standard  Six  be  established  at  the  Central  Prima- 
ry Schools  when  the  necessary  arrangements  can  be  made 
for  staff  and  funds. 

6.  A  Committee  composed  of  R.  C.  Gates,  Chairman  ; 
Miss  M.  Fuller,  Secretary;  J.  Nduna  ;  H.  I.  James;  Miss 
M.  Deyo  ;  and  Miss  E.  Parks  be  requested  to  prepare  Bible 
schemes  for  all  classes  from  Sub.  Std.  A  through  the  Teacher 
Training  Courses. 

7.  A  Committee  consisting  of  E.  L.  Sells,  and  Per 
Hassing  be  requested  to  make  a  study  of  the  alignment  of 
our  religious  work  and  secular  education  with  the  work  of 
the  Conference  Board  of  Education. 

8.  African  Education  must  remain  subjected  to  Christian 
control  as  completely  as  possible. 

9.  Where  a  denomination  cannot  meet  the  need  in  any 
area,  Christian  policy  should  be  for  Churches  to  combine  and 
become  jointly  responsible  for  interdenominational  schools. 

10.  When  Undenominational  Schools  are  established 
within  Municipal  Areas,  we  request  the  Director  of  Native 
Education  to  arrange  for  Mission  representation  on  the 
Committees  or  Boards  of  Management  of  such  schools. 

11.  Where  Undenominational  Schools  are  established  in 
areas  where  there  are  Mission  Schools,  that  the  grants 
allowed  to  Mission  Schools  should  be  increased  to  equal 
those  given  to  Undenominational  Schools. 

12.  That  items  8,9,10  and  11  be  transmitted  jointly  with 
similar  recommendations  from  the  Methodist  Synod  to  the 
Director  of  Native  Education.

Committee   on    Hospitals    and    Medical    Work 

1  We  expreLS  our  appreciation  for  the  work  of  Miss  G.  Clark 
and  Mrs.  A.  Sheard  in  securing  and  distributing  literature 
in  the  Umtali  Hospital  to  the  European  and  African  patients, 
and  request  that  this  sub-committee  continue  the  good  work. 

2.  The  policy  of  requiring  fees  at  our  Clinics  is  wise  and 
should  be  continued  in  order  to  make  possible  better  care  of 
the  patients. 
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3.  Since  the  first  class  of  African  Nurses  in  training  at 
Nyadiri  Hospital  has  done  so  well  in  their  work  and  training, 
that  the  programme  of  training  Nurses  be  continued  and  that 
a  new  class  of  six  girls  be  received  in  January,  1943.  This 
will  mean  an  added  expense  and  help  will  be  needed  to  meet 
the  same. 

We  request  the  W.  D.  C.  S.  to  assist  us  with  current 
expenses  of  training  and  to  send  as  soon  as  possible  a 
Missionary  Nurse.  If  such  a  Nurse  cannot  be  sent  from 
America,  we  request  the  W.  D.  C.  S.  to  grant  us  the  support 
of  a  European  Nurse  if  such  be  available  in  Africa.  Also, 
we  request  that  support  be  provided  for  an  African  Nurse  to 
help  with  the  Training.  This  is  essential  in  that  the  pending 
furlough  of  Miss  Whitney  requires  that  a  Nurse  be  available 
so  as  to  become  acquainted  with  the  work  before  her  depart- 
ure. 

4.  We  believe  that  there  is  an  urgent  need  throughout  the 
Colony  for  Trained  African  Doctors  and  we  request  the 
Government  to  consider  the  training  of  African  young 
men  in  modern  medicine.  We  feel  that  this  communication 
should  be  sent  to  the  Medical  Director.  There  is  also  a 
similar  need  existing  along  dental  lines. 

5.  We  request  Miss  Gugin  assisted  by  E.  L.  Sells  to 
continue  the  work  on  the  Health  Charts  for  the  schools. 

6.  Where  parents  or  relatives  cannot  care  for  the  expense 
of  motherless  babies  at  our  orphanages  we  urge  that  the 
Rukwadzano  consider  giving  the  necessary  help  and  make 
the  same  a  project  of  their  activities. 

V.  Mabie,     Secretary 

Committee    on    the    State    of    the    Church 

1.  The  Committee  received  the  recommendations  of  The 
Methodist  Council  in  regard  to  the  proposed  Methodist 
Youth  Fellowship  for  European  Young  People  and  request  the 
Conference  to  authorize  thesame.  The  recommendation 
is  as  follows:-  "We  recommend  to  the  Synod  and  Confer- 
enc  etha  tthe  Young  Peoples'  Groups  of  the  two  Churches 
be  encouraged  to  form  a  Youth  Fellowship  for  mutual 
help   in  strengthening  their  move-ment." 

2.  We  recommend  that  a  committee  composed  of  six 
missionary  advisors  and  six  African  members  of  the  Ru- 
kwadzano rweWadzimai,  one  from  each  District,  draw  up 
a  Constitution  for  the  Rukwadzano  rweWadzimai  and  bring 
it  to  the  next  Conference.  The  African  members  to  be 
appointed  by  the  District  Superintendent  of  each  District. 
The    meeting   of  the   committee   to   be   at    the  time    of  the 
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Fipld    Committee    in    January,    1943. 

3.  We  recommend  that  E.  L.  Sells  be  elected  out-  re- 
presentative on  the  Interdenominational  Committee  of  the 
Southern  Rhodesia  Missionary  Conference  for  discussion  of 
uniformity   of  Discipline  and  Rules  for  African  Churches. 

4.  The  Sub-Committee  on  Rules  and  Membership  Manual 
report  that  the  Manual  prepared  last  year  has  been  care- 
fully edited  and  is  now  ready  for  translation  and  publication. 

RULES     AND     REGULATIONS 

For    African    Members    Of   The    Methodist    Church    In 
S.   Rhodesia. 

i.     Membership 

All  persons  are  welcomed  into  the  membership  of  The 
Methodist  Church  who  desire  to  be  saved  from  their  sins 
by  faith  in  Jesus  Christ,  and  who  show  by  life  and  conduct  that 
they    are    seeking   to    live   the   Christian    life. 

(a).     Beginner   (One    year) 

(b).     Probationer   (Two   years) 

(c).  Full  membership 
Baptised  children  should  be  placed  in  beginners'  classes 
and  the  names  recorded  in  a  class  book  when  they  arrive 
at  about  the  age  of  twelve  years.  It  is  desired  that  illiterate 
candidates  for  full  membership  who  are  able  to  learn,  be 
taught  to  read  in  the  vernacular  and  ministers  should 
arrange  classes.  Candidates  who  have  completed  the 
requirements  for  full  membership  (same  as  for  adult  baptism) 
shall  be  received  at  a  public  service  of  worship  accord- 
ing to  the  ritual  of  tha  Church.  It  is  recommended  that  the 
Sacrament   of  the   Lord's    Supper   be   given  at   that   time. 

2.     Baptism 

(a).  Infants.  The  Minister  must  be  satisfied  that  the 
vows  assumed  by  the  parents  for  the  training  of  their 
children  will  be  honoured.  Unless  one  or  both  of  the  parents 
(or  guardian)  profess  the  Christian  faith  and  give  assur- 
ance that  instruction  will  be  given,  baptism  should  be 
withheld. 

(b).  Adults.  The  Minister  and  Preachers  are  required 
to  give  instruction  to  the  candidates.  This  must  cover: 
1.  A  knowledge  of  the  four  Gospels  ;  2.  The  Catechism  ; 
3.  The  rules  of  The  Methodist  Church  ;  4.  A  study  of 
the  Ten  Commandments  ;  5.  The  Lord's  Prayer  ;  6.  The 
Apostles'  Creed ;  7.  The  Beatitudes;  8.  Any  other  Scrip- 
tures   that    may   be    recommended. 

The  candidates  will  be  examined  by  the  Minister  in  co- 
operation   with   a   committee   of  the    Quarterly   Conference 
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in    regard    to   the    following:    1.     Personal    Christian    life  ; 

2.  Attendance    at    class    meetings    and    Church    services  ; 

3.  C  mtributions  for  the  support  of  the  Church  ;  4.  Christian 
Marriage. 

Every    candidate    must    promise : 

1.  To  refrain  from  drinking,  buying,  or  selling  strong  beer; 

2.  To  refrain  from  attendance  at  beer  drinks  and  im- 
moral dances;  3.  from  employing  witchcraft,  and  from  con- 
sulting witch-doctors. 

4.  To  refrain  from  the  use  of  tobacco  as  it  contains 
a  poison  called  nicotine.  The  use  of  which  forms  a 
wasteful   habit  and    is    harmful    to    the   body. 

3.  Marriage 

To  become  a  member  of  The  Methodist  Church  a  person 
must  accept  the  Christian  views  of  marriage.  We  require 
that  all  who  are  converted  to  the  Christian  faith  seeking 
baptism  must  take  the  Christian  vows  of  marriage,  except  in 
the  case  of  the  first  wife  of  a  non-  Christian  where  the 
husband  refuses  or  is  not  eligible  to  be  married  by  Christian 
rites.  The  Minister  must  carefully  explain  the  meaning  of 
such  marriage  to  persons  desiring  the  Christian  rites. 

4.  Marriage    Ceremonies 

In  Southern  Rhodesia,  before  any  marriage  by  Christian 
rites  may  be  solemnised,  it  is  necessary  for  those  who  wish 
to  marry  to  see  the  Native  Commissioner  of  the  District  and 
securn  a  certificate  for  the  marriage  to  take  place.  This 
certificate  must  be  handed  to  the  Minister  who  is  a  marriage 
officer.  Banns  must  be  called  on  three  successive  Sundays 
at  the  time  of  public  worship  in  the  churches  where  the  two 
people  attend.  If  they  are  from  different  places  or  churches, 
the  banns  must  be  called  in  both.  It  is  not  lawful  to  miss  a 
Sunday  or  to  call  the  banns  twice  on  one  Sunday.  Only  the 
Minister  in  charge  of  the  Church  can  give  permission  for  the 
calling  of  the  banns. 

5.  Polygamy 

A  male  polygamist,  or  the  second  or  subsequent  wife  can- 
not be  baptised  or  received  into  the  membership  of  the 
Church.  Christian  men  cannot  inherit  the  wives  of  deceased 
relatives. 

6.  Matorhwa 

Matorhwa  is  not  necessary  under  any  circumstances. 
Boys  and  girls  should  be  taught  the  great  sinfulness  of 
immorality.  In  this  connection  we  urge  the  use  of  the  Clean 
Life  Pledge.

3.  Nge  kuchengeta  mitemo  yakachena  ye  upenyu,  sezwo 
zwinodikanwa  ndi  Mwari,  zwinoyenzana  kune  warume 
ne  wakadzi. 

"Zwi  chengete  pa  chako  Wakachena."         I  Tim.     5:22. 

7.  Lobola   (Chuma) 

We  recognise  that  lobola  is  an  integral  part  of  the  Bantu 
social  custom  and  consider  that  its  true  purpose  should  be  to 
act  as  a  tokea  and  pledge  of  care  and  proper  conduct.  We 
urge  our  members  to  discourage  the  present  practice  of 
excessive  payments. 

8.  The   Sacrament   Of  The   Lord's   Supper 

Full  members  of  the  Church  are  expected  to  attend  the 
Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  whenever  there  is  an 
opportunity.  That  where  a  person  whose  Christian  life  is 
without  question  but  who  on  account  of  being  a  polygamous 
wife  before  conversion  and  therefore  according  to  our  rule  is 
is  prevented  from  becoming  a  Full  Member  of  the  Church,  be 
allowed  according  to  the  judgment  of  the  District  Superin- 
tendent to  partake  of  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper. 

9.  The    Class   Meetings 

All  members  of  the  three  classes  are  required  to  attend 
their  respective  class  meetings.  Those  who  are  repeatedly 
absent  without  a  good  reason  cut  themselves  off  from  our 
fellowship,  and  their  names,  with  approval  of  the  Quar- 
terly Conference,  will  be  removed  from  the  class  book. 
The  class  meeting  is  for  Christian  fellowship  and  instruction 
in  the  Christian  way  of  living.  It  should  not  be  thought 
of  as  a  preaching  service  or  a  place  for  personal    disputes. 

10.  Offerings 

Quarterly  offerings  for  the  work  of  God  are  expected 
from  all  members.  The  amount  to  be  contributed  is  decided 
by  the  Conference.  We  encourage  all  our  members  to  be- 
come active  tithers.  These  offerings  are  made  through  the 
class  leaders  and  the  treasurer  of  each  local  Church.  A 
record   is    made    of  the    amount    in    the    class  book. 

1 1 .  Removals 

When  a  member  is  moving  to  another  place  he  should 
take  a  removal  letter  signed  by  the  Minister.  This  should 
state  when  the  last  quarterly  offerings  was  given  and  the 
amount    of  any  arrears. 

12.  Discipline 

Although   the    Church  cannot  comprorriise  with   evil,  yet 
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matters  of  discipline  should  be  carried  out  in  the  spirit 
of  Christian  love.  The  practice  of  runaway  marriage  known 
as  "matorwa"  is  strongly  condemned,  and  those  found 
guilty    shall   be   expelled   from    the    Church. 

In  regard  to  the  duty  of  men  to  girls  whom  they  have 
wronged,  any  proceedings,  other  than  those  involving  church 
membership,  must  be  taken  to  the  Civil  Courts.  Restoration 
to  Church  membership  will  be  withheld  until  there  is  evidence 
of  the    repentance  and    moral    discernment. 

The  following  basis  for  Church  Discipline  is  laid  down 
for  guidance:--  1.  A  full  member  guilty  of  a  minor  off- 
ence should  remain  in  the  fellowship  of  the  Church,  but 
be  reduced  to  probationary  membership  for  a  time.  2.  A 
full  member  guilty  of  a  serious  offence  should  be  removed 
from  membership  and  re-admitted  as  a  probationary  member 
after  two  years  or  more  when  there  are  definite  signs  of 
repentance  and  reformation.  3.  A  probationary  member 
guilty  of  a  minor  offence  should  be  talked  with  lovingly 
and  yet  firmly,  and  if  the  Minister  considers  it  necessary 
the  probationary  period  may  be  extended.  4.  A  proba- 
tionary member  guilty  of  a  serious  offence  should  be 
removed  from  membership  and  may  not  be  readmitted 
until  there  are  definite  signs  of  repentance  and  reformation. 

No  class  leader  has  the  power  to  discipline  a  member. 
All  cases  must  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Minister 
who  may  take  the  same  to  the  Quarterly  Conference 
When  so  reported  the  Minister  must  present  the  recom- 
mendation in  each  case  of  the  local  stewards  and  class 
leaders.  Class  leaders  should  visit  those  who  have  deprived 
themselves  of  membership  and  do  everything  possible  to 
win   them   for   Christ. 

Report    of   Commission    on    Worship   and    Music 

1.  Recommended  that  a  committee  composed  of  Mr 
Kapenzi  (Chairman),  Mrs.  R.  C.  Gates,  Mr.  J.  Machiri,  and 
Mr.  E.  Cieza  take  in  hand  the  translation  and  writing  of 
tonic  sol-fa  for  a  selection  of  English  Choruses  to  have  in 
hand  when  later  it  shall  be  possible  to  publish.  We  ask  the 
Publishing  Committee  to  act  upon  this  matter. 

2.  We  urge  the  teachers  so  far  as  possible  to  obtain  the 
correct  music  for  the  hymns  that  the  people  may  be  taught 
to  sing  the  hymns  correctly. 

3.  We  recommend  that  community  singing  be  undertaken 
at  each  Mission.

Report   of   the    Board    of    Sunday    Schools 

We    recommend   that  :- 
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1.  School  children  be  encouraged  to  attend  Sunday  School 
and  that  at  each  Station,  where  desirable,  a  Sunday  School 
be  held  early  in  the  morning  for  those  who  cannot  attend 
the  regular  session. 

2.  Quarterly  Meetings  be  requested  to  arrange  for  Sunday 
School  visitors,  taken  from  the  staff  of  the  circuit,  to  visit 
quarterly  the  various  Sunday  Schools  of  the  circuit  for  the 
purpose  of  giving  inspiration  and  help  to  the  Pastor-Teachers 
and  Sunday  School  Superintendents. 

3.  Sunday  Schools  be  organized  wherever  possible,  using 
the  following  constitution  : 

Constitution    for    Sunday    Schools 

Article     1.     This  school   shall  be  called  the  Sunday  School 

of 

under  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  Methodist  Church 
and  connected  with  the  Quarterly  Conference  of  the 
Rhodesia  Conference.  It  shall  consist  of  the  minister, 
the  officers,  teachers,  and  pupils  of  the  Sunday  School. 

Article  2.  The  object  of  this  school  shall  be  the  promotion 
of  Christian  character  through  the  devout  and  diligent 
study  of  the  Word  of  God. 

Article  3.  The  local  Sunday  School  Board  shall  consist  of 
the  Minister,  as  chairman;  the  Superintendent  or  Superin- 
tendents ;  the  Secretaries;  the  Treasurer;  and  the  Teachers, 

Article  4.  The  Superintendent  shall  be  elected  annually 
by  the  local  Sunday  School  Board,  subject  to  confirmation 
by  the  Quarterly  Conference  at  its  next  session  after  such 
election. 

Article  5.  Regular  meetings  of  this  Board  shall  be  held 
once  each  month  for  the  transaction  of  such  business  as 
relates  to  the  interests  of  the  school.  The  following  is  the 
order  of  business. 

(1)  Singing  and  prayer.         (4)     Unfinished  business. 

(2)  Calling  roll.  (5)     Reports  of  committees. 

(3)  Reading  minutes  (6)     Superintendents'  Reports. 

(7)     Miscellaneous. 
Article     6.     At  all  meetings  for  business  ^  of  the  members 

of  the  Board  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 
Article     7.     Special  meetings  of  the  Board  may  be  called  by 

the    Minister,    Superintendent,   or    by    any  three   of  the 

members. 
Article     8.     Vacancies     in    offices     may   be   filled    at     any 

monthly    or    special  meeting,  one  month's    notice    having 

been  given  of  the  election. 
Article     9.     This   Constitution  shall  not  be  altered  except  by 

%  of  all  the  members  oresent  at  a  meeting  called  for  that 

purpose,  and  such  alteration  must  be  in  harmony  with  the 

provision  of  the  Discipline  of  the  Methodist  Church.

In  addition  to  the  above  assets  held  within  the  Con- 
ference there  is  to  the  credit  of  the  Conference  a  reserve 
fund  which  is  held  by  the  Board  of  Pensions  and  Relief 
in  the  U.S.A.  This  fund,  when  last  reported  on  May  15, 
1935  amounted  to  $258.17  and  is  earning  3  ^  %  interest. 
I  will  get  this  amount  brought  up  to  date  before  the 
report   of   next   Conference. 

This  year  a  number  of  the  Rhodesia  Loan  Certificates 
of  the  first  and  fourth  issues  have  matured.  The  amount 
paid  for  the  matured  Certificates  was  £1025.8.6.  while  the 
matured  value  was  £1606.16.8.  This  shows  the  interest 
earned  on  these  Certificates  to  be  £581.  8.  2.  Of  these  profits 
£214.  7.  0  was  put  to  cover  the  interest  added  to  the  individ- 
ual accounts  of  the  African  Workers  on  the  amounts  of 
Savings  they  have  paid  in  and  the  remainder  was  credited, 
pro  rata,  to  the  other  two  invested  funds.  Of  this  the  Confer- 
ence Claimants  Fund  received  £306. 1.  2  and  the  Accepted 
Supply  Pastors  Relief  Fund  received  £61.  The  first  invest- 
ments in  Loan  Certificates  were  very  much  better  than  those 
in  later  issues  and  the  recent  Government  regulations  govern- 
ing the  maximum  amounts  that  may  be  held  in  Loan  Certif- 
icates made  it  advisable  and  necessary  to  reinvest  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  matured  Loan  Certificates  in  Government  Bonds. 

It  will  be  noted  from  the  figures  given  above  that  the 
Conference  Claimants  Fund  is  something  just  over  £900.  This 
is  alarmingly  small  and  inadequate  for  caring  for  the  needs 
of  our  African  ministers  when  they  retire.  At  present  we 
have  only  one  man  on  the  retired  list  but  although  he  has 
not  been  granted  an  allowance  greater  than  what  we  think 
he  needs  yet  his  allowance  takes  nearly  the  whole  of  the 
income  of  the  fund  invested.  What  is  going  to  happen, 
when,  in  perhaps  10  years  time  we  have  as  many  as  ten 
men  on  the  retired  list?  I  think  a  study  of  the  list  of 
names  of  our  African  ministers  will  show  this  to  be  very 
possible.  At  the  present  rate  of  growth  of  the  Fund  even 
if  all  the  districts  paid  in  full  the  assessments,  which 
some  do  not  do,  the  amount  of  the  Fund  would  only  be 
large  enough  to  bring  in  an  interest  income  of  about  £40 
per  annum.  This  divided  among  ten  men  would  mean  for 
each   about   £1   per   quarter   or   £4   per   annum. 

I  would  suggest  that  the  matter  of  building  up  this  Fund  is  a 
matter  of  urgency  and  that  this  Conference  should  charge 
its    Board   of    Conference    Claimants  to    take    the     matter 
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into  consideration  and  report  to  the  present  session  of  Con- 
ference. I  would  also  like  the  Conference  to  take  the  matter 
so  seriously  as  to  even  request  the  Bishop,  perhaps, 
not  to  appoint  any  African  minister  to  any  unit  of  work 
unless  that  unit  will  undertake  to  take  their  share  in  provid- 
ing for  his  retiring  allowance.  It  is  only  by  definite  and 
immediate  action  that  we  shall  save  ourselves  and  the 
Conference  from  a  pitiful  situation  in  the  near  future.

(g)     MISCELLANEOUS 
REPORT    of    the    African    Christian  Convention 

The  Fourteenth  African  Christian  Convention  of  the 
Methodist  Church,  which  was  held  at  Nyakatsapa  in  Mtasa 
Circuit  on  August  26th  and  27th,  1942,  recommends 
the   following: 

First:  That  we  as  a  church  do  not  recognise  civil  marriage 
only,  for  it  allows  polygamy  ;  we  therefore  urge  our  church 
members  to  marry  according  to  Christian  rites  throughout 
our  Conference. 

Second  :  That  at  every  Village  Boarding  School  opened  in 
our  Circuits  a  minister  of  religion  or  pastor-teacher  be  ap- 
pointed primarily  for  religious  instruction  and  spiritual 
development  of  the  pupils. 

Third :  (a)  We  humbly  request  the  Principals  of  the 
Central  Boarding  Schools  to  cooperate  with  the  parents 
in  building  the  character  of  the  children  whenever  they 
misbehave  themselves,  and  that  report  cards  bearing  the 
record  of  the  school  work  done  and  the  children's  character 
be  sent  to  the  parents  twice  a  year. 

(b)  We  humbly  ask  our  District  Superintendents  to  notify 
the  station  leaders  before  the  pastor-teacher  is  transferred 
from  one  station  to  another,  or,  for  any  reason,  is  removed. 
Fourth:  That,  in  the  future  the  naming  of  our  new  stations 
must  be  after  a  special  talk  with  the  Chief  or  local  headman, 
so  that  there  would  be  no  changing  of  names  :  we  therefore 
recommend  that  the  names  of  rivers  or  mountains,  etc.,  be 
used  if  possible. 

Fifth  :  That  the  following  statement  be  included  in  African 
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Missionary  Constitution  :  A  collection  be  taken  once  every 
four  months  in  each  church  of  the  Conference. 

Sixth  :  That  the  African  Missionary  Society  Constitution  be 
translated  into  the  vernacular  and  be  printed  in  the  Umbowo. 

Seventh  :  That    at  each  station  or  circuit  a  committee  for 
the    Umbowo  Hweukristu  be  appointed   for  collecting    sub- 
scriptions and  collecting  material  to  be  printed. 
Eighth  :  The   foiling  names  were  added  to  the   Executive   of 
the  African  Missionary  Society  :  Anion  Kajese,  K.  Choto,   L. 
Tsododo.     The    following    officers    were    reelected    for    the 
coming  year  :  Chairman,     J.  Chimbadzwa. 
Secretary,     J.  Nduna. 
Treasurer,     A  Kapenzi.

Christian  Convention  for  the  coming  year  :

The   Africa   Missionary   Society   of  The   Methodist   Church, 
Southern  Rhodesia. 

The  Society  held  the  Annual  meeting  at  the  time  of  the 
Christian  Convention  at  Nyakatsapa  Aug.  26  to  27,  1942 
and  recommends    the   following  : 

We  wish  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  Annual  Conference 
to  the  report  of  last  year  on  the  African  Missionary  Society. 

That  the  report  of  the  Commission  sent  last  December 
to  study  more  about  Cheif  Chikwizo  and  the  spiritual  needs  of 
his   people  was   a   favourable   one. 

We  thank  the  Bishop  and  the  Missionaries  particularly 
of  the  North  country  for  their  fatherly  co  -  operation  in 
putting  aside  Mr.  E.  Zimonte  and  communicating  with  the 
Gov't.  Authorities  in  order  that  it  might  be  possible  for 
us    to    start   the   evangelistic    work   there   early   this   year. 

As  things  were  thus  arranged  Mr.  E.  Zimonte  got  married 
to  Miss  Lydia  Mutengo  in  Jan.  1942.  Both  having  consecra- 
ted their  lives  for  this  African  Gospel  effort  started  immedi- 
ately for  Chikwizo  reserve  where  the  Society  prayerfully 
had    appoinied   them.     We   thank   God   for  this   beginning. 

The    work    in  this   stage   of  its   infancy   has    already  in 
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care  of  fifty -two   children   attending   religious   instruction 
with    the   hope   of  having   an    approved    school    next   year. 

The  Church  work  seems  to  have  a  good  beginning,  for 
many  hungry  souls  seek  to  hear  G@d's  message.  On  Sundays, 
Church  attendance  generally  varies  from  50  -  65.  Eleven 
people  have  been  received  as  Probationers,  four  children 
have  been  baptized.  We  have  the  Sunday  School  and  the 
Class  Meetings.  Mrs.  Zimonte  is  assisting  the  women's 
work    as    well    as    Rukwadzano    Rrewadzimayi. 

Early  in  August  this  year  the  people  at  Chikwizo  were 
much  inspired  by  a  special  visit  made  by  the  Revs.  J.  Chi- 
mbadzwa,  S.  Chieza,  and  E.  Munjoma,  during  which  they 
baptized  some  children  and  received  Probationers  into  the 
new-born  Church.  The  congregation  that  day  numbered 
to    144   hearers. 

The  walls  of  the  Church  buildings  of  Kimberly  brick 
are  completed.  The  material  for  the  roof  is  ready  to  be 
put  on.  The  land  is  hot  and  dry  and  the  population  ap- 
proximately  five  thousand. 

The  Native  Commissioner  of  M'toko  gave  the  whole  of 
this  reserve  to  the  endeavours  of  the  African  Missionary 
Society   for  the  extension  of  its  work.
